We have in the United States today, it's 
a good thing you brought that up John, a different state 
legislatures with the State of Minnesota, on March 26, 
1971, the State Legislature of the State of Minnesota 
voted in World GoveraamMt in the State ®f Minnesota, 
itself, (inaudible) you have a declaration of worftd 
citizenship. For those people that reside in Minnesota . 

On this one, this its close to my town, Richfield, Ohio, 
this is another oao it's declaration of world citizenship.

world law and under world law, you must have a world 
court, a world army, a world polio® force, a world 
government and perhaps si world church.

In the "New York Times" Magazine of 1972, July 4, 
they printed the World Constitution in that "Mew York 
Times". If anybody cares to have a copy of this paper, 
they may write to "Mow York Times”, that's July 4, 1972. 

And there's a lot of other things that we're active 
in right today. They have what they call a tax strike in 
this country. This paper put out in California uh to re- 
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appeal, (inaudible) uud (inaudible) the 16th Amendment 
of the Constitution, This was illegally ratified, 
actually if was never ratified by Congress and 
December 23, 1913. Uh, this is taxation without 
representation and there is a movement by a chain of 
lawyers in this country to get this tax strike under- 
way that people have better representation for themaoney 
that they are earning.

Veil, it had that image, they seers to strike 
that image, uh you must realize that the South, uh, why 
the Klan was formed in the South in the reconstruction 
days after the Civil War, because Robert E. Lee, himself , 
and Nathan Bedford Forrest, who was a General and a top 
Clergyman in the South met in Tennessee and through 
this reconstruction the United States Government failed 
to resovereignizc those 13 States under that surrender, 

Lee agreed that if 1 surrender will these States regain 
sovereign, Nathan says he agreed to that. After it was 
-said to Washington, Nathaftl was assassinated and then the 
-United States Government aejtfqT in blacks info the South 

- and blacks were the only ones allowed to vofe^ at that present 
time. So you have all of the disorder, rioting, nut — 

the South under marshal law, killing, murdering, ( leap ing^ > ^ 
and they see the v need for sorae type of organization - !! So 
they went out to Tennessee where these three men met in 
a tavern, in a basement of a tavern, that's why they 
call the meeting spot of the Klan a (inaudible) and that's 
their secrecy to come up with an idea to form an organiz- 
ation to represent thes e people, these white Christian 
-people that wer® being Cmaasac reel) in the South. So they 
went to the Scotish Ritual of Scotland where they used 

- to have a Klan and I think it still exists today, where ^ 
the Klan, itself, will carry a cross in the battle, 

-this is where the cross came from. This /pight would m&de 
into the battle and if he was injured or killed, another 
^ night would oome by and pick this cross up and hold it 
out front as he engaged in the battle. So it took a lot 
of writings from Scotland and a lot of Greek words from 
Greece. Two Klux (inaudible) in a circle, Klan means 
a body of people. So this la; what you have, there is a 
lot of ritual and a lot of things that the Klan did in the 
past has done for this country. They have contributed a 
lot of money to the colleges in this country to help 
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contribute. . .1 know, etyself, in Atlanta, Georgia, I've 
seen Colonel Sigmons' books in the University of Texas, 
different colleges and schools that they have donated 
this aoney that when the dues aoney case in all over 
the United States, this was distributed aaong different 
cities in the United States.

obtain his viewpoints on why he vents to join this 
order. Now, if this aata is too far extreme and has 
his own personal reasons why joining this order, be is 
rejected. Now there is a lot of other characteristics 
(inaudible). There is perhaps all kinds of walks of life 
of different individuals that are seeking for their own 
goals to join an order and to use this order for their 
benefit. So this is wflh)t we have, we have to keep in 
mind that what the goal of the Individual is, why he 
is joining this order and what he feels he's going to get 
out of this order.

So if he 
is wrong in some of his ideas, that's not for me to say, 
it's up to me to correct it. 
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Because of times, I know that one time, 

I remember an interview tbat Shelton had, he and 
(inaudible) were at one time they were incorporated. 

Then they split, because (inaudible) made a consent uh, 
he agreed with the Muslim 1 b that right? 

Reusch :

Now the only times that the Klan (inaudible) or has 
known to act upon violence was when the courts, the 
judiciary system of the country failed to testify the 
crime Involved. I'm not saying that they weren't public 
crimes committed back in the 30 's or 40 's or 20 's, and 
probably were crimes committed that were unjustified by 
the Klan, but I can't account or you can't account or my 
members cannot account today for one man or two men's 
actions that happened maybe 30 years ago. All that we 
can account for is our actions today. This is what 
I'm trying to bring forth, a new everything. Now, if 
somebody attacks me, I'm not going to lay down my hand, 

I'll attack them to defend myself, but this is what you 
must realise. But the Klan Itself did a lot of good in 
— the past and was its s people that use the Klan for its 
own achievements. Me had four Presidents in the United 
States who were Klansmen, We had Calvin Coolidge, Harding, 
Me Kinley, and Truman, also the Judge of the Federal 
Supreme Court Black which was a Klansaan. He was initiated 
in Birmingham, Alabama, in 1920, because I knew the man 
himself personally that initiated Black and at that time. 

So there was a lot of prominent people that were Klans- 
people in this country. Practically each official in the 
United States was maybe connected With or members of the 
Klan back in the 20's and 30's. Now I don't say that 
overall maybe the Klan Itself had maybe 10 to 12 million 
members (inaudible). You can't condemn the whole organi- 
zation fox one Individual act.

No, there's none proainent nationally that I 
know of per sons lly ayself.

Okay, yon 're in contact go ahead please. 

Caller : 

Yes, I have a question for all three of the members. 
They claim that they are Christians and I would like to 
know do they believe in God? 

Reusch: 

I believe in Jesus Christ, if this is what you're 
asking ae. uh, Christ said hiaaelf , "'On this reck I 
stand and I build ay church". He talked about the 
Christian belief and the faith. Now we have different denom- 
inations throughout this country probably a 1000 different 
so called Christian denominations, but Christ only made 
one faith and that was Christian alone and 1 think the 
Christina! Church is coapletely off course, it's losing 
its true teachings of Jesus Christ. And if you want to 
know the definition of Christian it's being "Christ-like"., 
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Caller : 

Well God did not preach hate among the realms, 
he did not preach hate among the men and basically, 
this (inaudible) of the way you should run a country 
is totally wrong. I don't see how you people can 
actually say that you are Christians whe$J you advocate 
the separation of races when God did not believe in 
this himself. He came here to unite the world, not 
to separate men for what they were. And you say 
(inaudible). Well how can you claim this when you're 
nothing but a bunch of hippies running around in white 
robes and sheets. Don't sit there and laugh, 1 can see 
you on my TV screen. 

Reusch: 

I can see you too. 

Caller : 

1 know exactly what kind ef people you are. 
There's no place in this country for people like you. 

Reusch: 

Well first of all, your attitude, but now let 
me explain it... 

Moderator : 

The number i® 283-2062, you'll be in contact with 
the Grand Dragon of Ohio, Mr. Reusch or Dave Matson or 
Tina West, any questions you say have concerning the

Do you still burn crosses at your rallies? 

Reusch: 

We light the cross, but we do not burn it. 

The cross, itself, stands after the material of the 
outside of the cross is eliminated# Now down through the 
period of years, people say we're burning the cross 
because they see the cross!) flames. The only thing that 
burns on the cross is the outer material that is applied 
to the wood. After this is completely dissolved then the 
cress, itself, still stands. You got to know the ritual 
in back of this. The (inaudible) belief taking the cross 
out of the darkness and bringing it into the light where 
everybody can see it, it's luminixes the whole world. 
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\ This is vhat Jesus Christ stands for and also if purifies 
this is why we believe in white womanhood, keep white 
white and black black, yellow yellow. This man's 
question who just called me just before, this he said 
God says he does not hate, and there is a verse in 
there where he says he does hate. Bight at the present 
time, I do not have the scripture, but it is in there 
and if he reads Genesis, the first Chapter, of the 
Old Testament, it's all about separation of races. 

Genesis has ^ lot involved in other chapters, and one 
special verse is, "Replenish the earth of your own kind, 
and do not seek strange flesh". So we were -created 
separately. If God wanted us to be created all the same 
he would have made us all the same in his likeness. 

We were created individually and there is no such thing 
as equality either on earth because, if you form equality 
you're depriving other people of their rights. Free 
men axe not equal and equal men are not free. 

Moderator : 

Youfre in contact with KKK, go ahead please. 

Caller: 

Okay, there’s something I would like to ask the 
young lady that says she's a Catholic?

Uh, I feel that Jesus Christ, I 
know, talks with everybody and I think everybody can 
obtain heaven, but I feel tbat they can only trace the white 
man down 5 or 6000 years before Christ and they have an 
evolution (inaudible). This is wbat I feel that he 
(inaudible) but he did mot condemn the other people, 
you jknow. We're all races and we're all different colors. 

He didn't make the different (inaudible).

(Inaudible) members of Jesus Christ and you 
believe in Jesus Christ and you talk about what he says 
is right* Tou said you believe in what he says. He's 
Jewish. How can you then be against a Jew? 

Reusch: 


First of all, they said that was his name 
— (inaudible) above Jesus Christ and was crugified. They 
said he was king of the Jews. He was king of all men 
— that followed Christianity. Judlsm, as you're talking 
about religion. This is separate from Christianity. 

— But when he was up on the cross, and the Pharisees 
.-which he called the Jews today, as you look in Revelations 
the second chapter, the 9th and 10th verses for your 
audience, they called themselves Jews, but they are not, 
but of the Synagogue of Satin. Then you can go back into 
John 8:44, it explains that they are lijtyrs (inaudible), 

— but Christ said he says, "Father forgive them not 

for not what they know, what they do." He wasn't talking 
to the Soman Soldiers, which turned out of order like 
your son in Vietnam, (inaudible). He was talking to the 
individual that forced his persecution, this persecution 
in the cross. And he was talking to the Pharisees 
on the righthand side of him down at the base of the 
cross and "This I say", he says, "For where I go I'm 
from above and you're from beneath". So if you believe 
in Christianity you'll follow him above. The Jewish 
Religion is opposed to Christianity so they are from 
beneath. This is our philosophy about the Jewish Religion.

(Inaudible) the issues, when it copes to the 
"Bible", because I'm not that well versed in the "Bible", 
but isn't it true that ub how do we know that Jesus is 
not a black man? 
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Well, you go Into part of Genesis, you take 
Adas. Nos, Adas was premade In the likeness of God. 

Now, if we go in accordance with the "Bible”, Adam 
means white. Look it up in accordance with the "Bible". 
Now, Christ was about 33 .generations down from Adam, 
(inaudible). This is Iv] always was taught and I've 
always believed that Christ was white. Re may have maybe 
been in a hot climate in which he may have created a tan, 
but he was not of a black generation, because you have 
- ffiga and Abel and there's a big history behind them, which 
fa probably never taught in your churches today, a lot 
of Clergymen like to stay away from it. When you tell 
them to sin, Ckfltf killed Abel. So you got to remember 
what Eve got in the garden, she was beguiled by 
Satiu, himself. I believe that there were two conceptions 
between Adam and SAtin, himself. She bore twins. So 
this is where sin began. And if you go back to Noah, 
when Noah preached 120 years approximately of the 
destruction of the generations of his people. He preached 
120 years and it took him 120 years to build the Ark. 

And he quoted in the "Bible", he said, "For these 
people that come on into my land and look upon my daughters 
as being fair". And Noah is a descendant of Adam so this 
gives me the recognition that that generation was white and 
that (inaudible) off tribe or race of people, came info 
his people (inaudible) and sinned and this is why it 
was (inaudible). In the for the whole world to be 
(inaudible) I believe that in the "Bible” it's, in 
the world there's an area. (Inaudible) a lot today, 
a lot of people don't understand Noah's Ark is still under 
a glacier of ice and that this is a bit (inaudible).

Nos, exactly hov he interprets 
that I don't know. But, I'll say this much, we've had 
less violence and less crises in the South than have 
happened all over, because of segregation. We have more 
crises in the North and I'm a yankee, myself, and 
I'm really one of the oldest in ay county's where I 
reside in from 1800. But we have more crimes on 
integration than we do on segregation. So this makes 
me realize that the races, themselves, cannot get along 
and they’re not equality. To one another, not equal. 

You've got to remember this much that the black man was 
brought to this country and fit* wasn't by the Southern 
plantation owners thojr were sold by ships from British, 

Spanish, Portugal and I believe from Dutch ships. But 
their own chief in Africa sold them out for gold and 
whiskey and they sent them to this country for slavery. 

A lot of slave owners in the South freed the stives before 
Lincoln gave the Proclamation of desovereignizing slavery 
in the South. So actually, it wasn't the point of 
slavery why the Civil War was started, it was planned 
in advance by different European bankers to split the 
United States. But also you got to remember that the black 
man came to this country, and the white man had given 
him a lot of culture, he has given him a lot of medicine 
which you never had in Africa, he also gave them education, 
he gave them a Christian faith to follow. He gave them 
a lot and I can't see how, nyself , that fho black man 
would want to become integrated into the white man in 
which the white man has given,, You must realize another 
thing, that we have a lot of this going on today and why 
is It? Because our representative in Washington feels that 
we must have a (inaudible) race to all live in harmony, 
which is not true again because the more you force integration, 
the more rebellion you have and also perhaps maybe a Civil 
War with this (inaudible). 
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Moderator : 

I think the black nan (inaudible). But 1 do 
feel the reason a lot of tines we think that we are 
white is because our history is given to us by white 
people. Te are not told the full story of the black 
■an, we don’t know how nany contributions the black man 
has made to our society. He has made a great number of 
contributions and the reason we don’t get this is because 
our history books are written by white aen and it's 
really too bad, because the black nan's done as much 
as innovated as, if not more or equal than the white 
nan. But we don’t get to hear that because of the fact 
that our history books, our teachers, out background 
has all been from whites, and that's my theory too.

This official stated their names would 
be forwarded under code to National Headquarters, Tucker, 
Georgia, where membership cards would be destroyed and 
a different code name assigned to them every ninety 
days. Castration was threatend to anyone quitting the

Klan officials at this ceremony stated the 
Klan was not anti^semetic or anti-negro, but in 
response to questions, advised there were no Jewish 
or negro members.
